Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letters of 2/26, 3/1, 3/2, and 3/5, and for the two 
batches of documents. Very Interesting. 

As you requested, I've copied for you my annotated inventory worksheets 
for FBI #993-1081, plus all the documents from that series which were 
interesting enough to send to Mary and Sylvia. (Since they sent me stuff I 
didn't request, some of which was totally routine, I haven't distributed it 
all.) I'm sending this first class, since for this size package that is 
actually cheaper than 4th class plus special handling! So, you owe me for 145 
pages (=$4.86), plus $2.83 postage, &£ or $7.69 total. 

I'm also returning the extra copy of your letter of 3/1, as zebhseX 
requested, with an extra copy of my memo on the new 544 Camp material, plus 
a copy of FBI NO 97-74-1A5 from the Archives, which you may not have gotten 
before . 

Also enclosed: p. 2 of FBI #687, which you said was mi sksxh missing from 
your copy; a list of the clippings Bud sent me, and a pre-assassination 
article (which someone found in the LEIU file and sent Peter Scott) which 
I find very provocative. Really hard to believe that these people didn't 
kxw know all about Oswald. 

The FBI has just released 684 pages from the M&wa Newarka and Little 
Rock files, none of which I've seen yet. I expect they will be almost all 
post-assassination, so I'm not ordering them. 

You mentioned that your copy of FBI #981 is not complete. Neither is mine! 

Hinckle's piece on Lane is not out yet. I'll ssss send it.
